London, Aug. 19 — The Shah of Per 
■la, Muzaffar-Ed-Hin, and his suite, 
reached Ix)ndon and took up their 
rcaideDce at Marlborough House at 
IWeati of Kinc Edward. In accord 
with tb« Peraian monarch's ex 
preaa wish, the train from Dover only 
tfavaled 20 miles an hour. He there- 
for* had plenty of time to array bim 
Mlt In full itata uniform, and when 
k« left the train at Victoria station he 
was repplendent In a blaze of dia 
mends. On his tarboosh (cap) a huge 
diamond stood out like a headlight; 
Up epaulettes irere adorned with 
large emeralds, and his breast was 
OOTered with jewelB of all kinds. The 
gowns worn by the members of the 
shah's suits were only a little loss 
rich than those of bis majesty.. The 
Prince of Wales. Lord Lansdowne. 
the foreign minister: Lord Roberts, 
the commander in oliief. and the mem 
bers of the Persian lefration and oth 
ers met the royal traveler at the sta 
tton. The Prince of Wales and the 
shah shook hands and the visitor was 
introduced to th<> prominent persons 
prtsent. The Prince of^Wal's subse- 
quently conducted the shah to a royal 
carriage, and they drove off, escorted 
by a detachment of lifeguards and fol 
lowed by other carriages. The route 
to MarlboroiiEli House was lined witli 
troops. The weather was miserable. 
■0 the sightseers were not numerous

DiaeiMa the Question of Jolntalff She 

Militia. 

New York, Aug. 19.— The subject of 

the relation of the militia to the coal 
miners has caused an animated dis- 
cussion among the delegates of the 
Central Federated union of this city 
The matter was brought up by a dele- 
gate, who said be he had been in- 
formed that there is a regiment of 
militia in Pennsylvania composed en- 
tirely of members of the United Mine 
Workers. 

"These militiamen are liable to be 
called on to take up arms against 
their brethren, who are (m strike for 
living wages. " He said that President 
Mitchell of the UnHed Mtae Worlran 
be requeated to see that members ot 
the union in future do not Join the 
national guard. Several delegates said 
that the central body should consider 
well before taking any such action. 
The miners, he said, have trouble 
enough on their hands now. 

Another delegRtes remarked that it 
would be better if the national guard 
was made up of trades unionists. He 
preferred to encourage members ol 
labor unions to Join the militia. 

"If the militia were made up of the 
meniliers of labor union." he contin- 
ued, the soldiers would bardly care 
to shoot their fellow workers when on 
strike. I want to aee battalions, regi- 
ments—in faot, an army of militia- 
composed of trades unionists. They 
would be better than the United 
States army." 

"I am a member of the national 
guard," another delegate said, "and 1 
am not ashamed of it. But if I was 
called upon to shoot down working- 
men on strike I would resist." 

The deelsiou was to allow the s\ili 
Ject to rest until after the end ol the 
strike. 



Troops Not Called Out. 
North Platte. Neb.. A.ug. 19. — Gov- 
ernor Savage announced that he did 

not think it nereasary to call out tbo 
state militia to guard LUiion Pacific 
properly at this point. The governor 
had a conference with Qeneral Man- 
ager Dickinson, Oene'ral Attorney Bal- 
dwin and other railroad offlclals, and 
another with a committee of strikers 
and citizens, and discussed both sides 
of the matter. He said It had been 
demonstrated to him that thc!re was 
no need to call out the troops, and 
that he would not do so tintil request- 
(1 by the mayor and sberifl. in which 
event he would act promptly. One of 
the railroad officials was hung in 
effigy, but the strikers disclaim re- 
sponsibility for the act. 

Gompers Sends a Warning. 
New York, Aug. 19. — The Central 
Federated union of this city has r« 

ceived a letter from Samuel Gompers 
president of the .Anieiican Fe'deratiim 
of Labor, warning the Central Feder- 
ated union against having anything 
to do with a proposed new federation 
of central bodlea on political lines 
President Oompers said in his letter 
that he believed the promoters of the 
new federation to be sincere, but be 
also believed that such an brgantea' 
tion would cause dissension and rival 
ry In the ranks of organized labor. 



The Porte Is Slow. 
ConstanUnople, Aug. 19.— The non 
exeotitioD of the Turkish government 

of agreements reached long ago on 
several questions affecting the Inter 
ests of American citizens has led to 
somewhat strained relations between 
the United States legation and the 
porte. The United States minister 
John O. A. Leishman. has informed 
the latter that he will not discuss 
Other matters until the terms of the 
settlements already agreed upon have 
beep earried out.

Cincinnati, Aug. The superior 
court, Judges Dempaoy. Smith and 
Ferris ooneurrlng, declared unconsti- 
tutional the Rogers law, which grant- 
ed the Cincinnati Street Railway com- 
pany an exten.sion ot its fraichlses for 
50 years, expiring in 1946. If the su- 
preme court sustains the superior 
court, franehisea granted elsewhere 
under the same law will be gone. The 
court held that the Rogers law arbi- 
trarily classifies street railways and 
municipalities, and that it is not uni- 
form. The law gave a 50-year exten- 
sion of franchises only for such street 
railways as compiled with i^s condi- 
tions on the day i' '.w ni into opera- 
tion. The street railways are operat- 
ed by the Cincinnati Traction com- 
pany, controlled by the ^Ikins-Weid- 
ner syndicate, which has back of It 
the old Cincinnati Street Railway 
comjany The strtet railway attor- 
ns ^i,!'. tiny will file excep- 
tions and new petitions at once. The 
street railway attorneys exi>ect the 
decision reversed. In any event relief 
will be sought at the extra session of 
the legislatura next week. 

May Arrest Powers. 

New York, Aug. 19. — United States 
Marshal Kenkel received the follow- 
ing telegram from Montreal, Canada, 
from George Alfred Lamb, the attor- 
ney In the case of Peter Powers 
against the directors of the Northern 
Pacific railroad: "Shall positively sur- 
render Powera to you Tuesday morn- 
ing as agreed. Body of Pinkertona 
here; look to you to see there Is no 
interference on train by anybody." It 
is supposed tbr.f the Pinkertim men 
are armed with bench warrants for 
Powers' arrest, and it may be that 
they will at once arrest him as soon 
as the train crosses the border line. 
Powers la wanted for contempt ot 
court.

Trenton. .\ J.. Aug. 19. — The X( w 
Jersey Federation of I.Abor began a 
two days' session with about 100 dele- 
gates present. Cornelius Ford of Ho- 
boken presided. A resolution exiiresa- 
ing sympathy for Die strikii;^ miners 
and asking Ck)vernur Murphy ami 
United Statea Senators Kean and Dry- 
den to use their good offices toward 
bringing about a settlement of the 
strike was adopted, but was afterward 
reconsidered and referred to the reso- 
lutions committee because a number 
of the delegates would not vote to 
make the adoption of the remlutlon 
iinatiimouB. They said it waa entirely 
too mild.

"In Kentucky," he aaya, "tbe blue 
limestone forms the richest soil. That 
beautifol section— the gudea of the 
State— embracing Fayette, Bourbon, 
Woodford, Scott and JeBHuniine and the 
counties between them and the Ohio 
river ia underlaid by thia rock. The mAl 
of this region has a subsoil more rich in 
mineral fertilizers than it ia itaelf. A 
favorable climate and aoiUblo metoro- 
loRical conditions combine to oomplete 
its productiveness. The bloo limeatone 
formation is tbe baaia of oor tu-Umtd 
blue grass land." 

According Dr. David Dale Owen, State 
Geulo^ist, tbe Blue Grass Region "is a 
triangular area, having its base on tbe 
Ohio river." The boundary between 
MaaoD County and Lewia marka iti Mtt- 
•rn limit.

Deatli Claims Tliis Venerable Man 
ffM. 



Had Served as Pastor at Mayslick, t'lem- 
iifsbuf Md Cgriiale iiaif ud 
NIthfallf. 



The venemble Rev. Father John 
Hickey died last night at U o'clock at 
hia home at Mill Creek, of tha inflrmitiee 
incident to old a»;e. He liad been iu 
falling health a year or mora, and for 
several montha hia condition bad htn 
so serious that the announcement of his 
death most any hour would not have 
come as a surprise. 

Father Hickey was born in County 
Tipperary, Ireland, eighty-three years 
ago. When quite young be came to 
America and reeided for a time in Cin- 
cinnati where he clerked in a drygoods 
eotablishment. Later he took up his 
studies for the prieethood and graduated, 
after tbe required course of study, at 
Fininettsbur^, Md.
